POWER PU N T AT 
OELMORE MINT IS 
RAZED BY FLAMES

With a heavy loss as yet unestimatcd, 
the power 
house 
at 
the 
Delmore 
mme, on the Franklin Square road 
southwest of this place, 
burned to 
the ground last midnight. 


As a result, work

definitely. and the Erie railroad. Me.

While he did not express the belief 
that the structure was set on fire, he 
declared that there was no fire in the 
building save in the boilers, and that 
the furnace doors, above and below, 
were shut, so that he could not see 
how the blaze could have originated 
therefrom. 
The power plant w ill be rebuilt at 
once, it is 
understood.
